MISS RUTH spent many 
years in the Orient studying 
and is considered one of the 
greatest authorities on dances 
of the Far East. While in Sing­ 
apore, a yellow and white 
cockatoo caught her eye and 
she purchased the bird and 
named her "Dada," bringing 
her back to the United States 
with her. Needless to say, Dada 
was the pet of the studio, be­ 
ing quite a showoff with a bag 
of tricks and always ready for 
a performance if she could

command an audience.
At night, when the rush of
